Bordered on the east bv the m e­ 
andering 
Ohio 
River, 
Gallatin 
county presents many recreational 
and sightseeing possibilities to the 
curious tourist. 
Chief among the attractions is 
the village of Old Shawneetown, 
whose 19th century buildings and 
homes still whisper of an historic 
past. 
Dominating 
the one-time 
business district is the First Na 
tional Bank of Illinois, a stately 
limestone building, now weathered 
by time, which once represented 
a good portion of the state’s ma 
terial wealth. 
Still standing, too. 
is the old Marshall house, original 
site of the bank which was the 
center of financial operations in 
Illinois. 


It was the Shawneetown bank 
which—during the city’s 25 years 
of prosperity after 
1813—refused 
a loan to the struggling hamlet of 
Chicago in 
the 
northern 
wilder­ 
ness. 
Settled in 1800 
Originally 
a 
Shawnee 
Indian 
dwelling site, the village was set­ 
tled in 1800 by Michael Sprinkle. 
During the early years of the cen­ 
tury it ranked as the state’s most 
important community. 
It is now 
a state memorial. 
In addition to facilities for pie- ( 
nicking, visitors to the Shawnee

Backs Proposal 


Of Don Williams 


Unanimous support of City Com 
missioner Don Williams, in his pro­ 
posal of certain conditions under 
which he would retire from the 
Harrisburg City Council, was vot­ 
ed Tuesday by the Harrisburg Re­ 
tail Merchants Association. 
Legal proceedings to oust Wil­ 
liam s on the grounds that he has 
moved outside the Harrisburg city 
limits, and is therefore not eligible 
to continue on the Council, have 
been filed by Mayor Claude Gib­ 
bons and 
Commissioner 
Morris 
Darnell. 
Williams has opposed the pro 
ceedings, but last week announced 
that he would resign 
from the 
Council if the remaining Council 
members would agree on a sue 
cessor before he retired. 
He stated that the Council other 
wise would be divided, and that a 
stalemate of indeterminate length 
would not be of benefit to the city. 
It was pointed out in the resolu 
tion adopted by the Merchants As 
sociation that the city’s 
portion 
of 
the 
retail 
sales 
tax 
alone 
amounts to more than $60,000 per 
year, in addition to other revenue, 
and that it is imperative that the 
Council agree on a finance com 
missioner to handle these funds 
before the finance com m issioner’s 
office is vacated.

ent inertia. 
F or m any years George headed 
the im p o rtan t Senate Finance Com 
m ittee which fram es the nation's 
tax laws 
In this post he was a 
stalw art guardian of governm ental 
fiscal responsibility. 
B asically a conservative, his op 
position in the mid 193()’s to some 
of Franklin D 
Roosevelt’* policies 
led the latter to attem pt to purge 
George at the polis in 1938 
The 
effort failed and George continued 
a Senate ca rc e r 
that lasted 34 
years. 
Despite F.D R ’* action, George 
led the late p residen t’s cam paign 
to gain congressional approval of 
the vital w artim e lead le a s t pro­ 
g ra m through which we aided our 
Allies. 
L ater in life, the senator turned 
his interest to foreign affairs and 
took tile leadership of the .Senate 
Foreign Relations Comm ittee. 
A‘ c h a irm a n he was a strong 
advocate of bipartisanship in for­ 
eign 
policy. 
His personal 
pro 
nouncem ents often had im portant 
effect both at the White House and 
in foreign capitals 
When he decided in 1956 not to 
ru n again. 
President F.isenhower 
gave 
recognition to his 
achieve 
m ents in this field bv m aking him 
a special a m b a s sa d o r to NATO. 
Though for long se a rs he was 
less in the 
public eve, 
Senator 
G eorge had the kind of sincerity 
and intellectual honesty that m ark 
ed the legislative c aree r of the late 
S enator T aft of Ohio. 
In conn* 
quence he was held in high esteem 
by m e m b e rs of both parties. 
G eorge nev er shied from bearing 
the heaviest burdens a legislator 
could assum e 
In perform ing «o 
wonderfully well the difficult t» 'k s 
he undertook 
on behalf 
of the 
A m erican people, he earned their 
lasting resp e ct and won for him 
self a place among the outstanding 
LL S. senators of tins or any prior 
century.

The sack contains on t» typical 
day, m ore than 1,500 letters and 
postcards from all p arts of the na 
tion. Each bears a simple but suf­ 
ficient address: “ It’s Your Choice, 
Washington 25, D. C.H 


The w riters receive by return 
mail 
a 
free 
20 - page pam phlet 
which is rapidly becom ing a popu­ 
lar “ how to ” book. Compiled by 
the 
Defense 
D epartm ent, 
and 
handsom ely printed 
in color, 
it 
lists 33 different w rv s to beat the 
d raft by enlisting in the regular 
or reserv e forces or the National 
G uard. 
The title-—“ I f s Your Choice” — 
sum s tip the new sales pitch which 
the arm ed services are using, with 
considerable success, to woo vol­ 
unteers. 
The 
pam phlet 
points out 
that 
“ every 
physically 
and 
m entally 
qualified m an betw een the ages 
of 18 1 2 and 26 faces an obliga­ 
tion to perform at least six y ears 
of m ilitary service, which m ay be 
fulfilled by various combinations 
of active and reserv e duty.” The 
big decision which confronts thou­ 
sands of youths each year is u h e 
thor to “ volunteer and get it over 
with” or wait to be drafted. 
S m arter To Volunteer 
The services are telling young 
n en that it’s a lot sm a rte r to vol­ 
unteer. 
If you wait to be drafted, they 
point out, you will have no choice 
of service, assignment or type of 
training. 
Virtually all draftees go 
into the Army f. be trained as foot 
soldiers They serve two years on 
active duty, followed by two years 
m the ready reserv e and two y ears 
in the standby *-eserve. 
The ready reserve is just what 
the n am e implies. It consists of 
trained or partially trained men 
who can be called into active duty 
by the P resident at 
any 
tim e 
M em bers are generally required to 


attend weekly drill cessions and a 
two-week encam pm en t eac h su m ­ 
m er. The standb 
reserv e can be 
called up only if Congress declares 
a national em ergen cy: 
its m em 
hers are not required to attend 
drills or other training activities. 


The youth who w ants to keep his 
period of active duty as short as 
possible, m d is willing to pay for 
this privilege by serving a pro­ 
longed bitch in the ready reserve, 
will find a wide variety of tem pt 
ing enlistm ent opportunities. 


He can, for exam ple, sign up in 
^ the Air National G uard for only ll 
w eeks of active duty, followed by 
five y ears and 41 w eeks in 
the 
read y reserve. 


P ro g ra m Deadline Soon 


The A rm y N ational G uard offers 
a sim ilar deal, open only to those 
in the 17 to 18 12 age bracket. But 
if you’re interested, hu rry to the 
recruiting office. The deadline for 
enlistm ents in the A rm y program 
is Sept. 30. 


The most popular “ co u rses” are 
those which call for six m onths of 
active duty training, followed by 
periods of ready reserve participa 
tion ranging from 2 1-2 to 7 12 
years 
depending 
on 
the 
service 
and the age of the enlistee. This 
kind of “ short h itc h ’* is currently 
available in all of the services ex ­ 
cept the Navy. But the Air Force 
has 
very sm all quotas 
for six- 
month enlistees and is “ highly se­ 
lective” of recruits. 


lf vou’re not in a big rush to 
get Your active duty behind you, 
you m ay want to sign up in the 
enlisted reserve, an option offered 
by at! services except the 
Air 
Force. 
This calls for two y e a rs of ac­ 
tive duty—sam e Ti the draft —but 
you get the right to choose 
your 
service, a p articu lar branch w ith­ 
in 
that service, 
and with 
some 
limitations, the tv po of technical 
training you will receive. 
An even wider rang e of choice 
J is open to Hie youth who will sign 
up for a reg u la r enlistm ent m ini­ 
m um period: T hree y e ars 
in the 
A rm y. M arines or Coast 
G uard;
